What  is  Florida's  climate  really  like? 

It  is  more  than  500  miles  from  Florida's  northern 
border  to  the  chain  of  keys  at  its  southern  tip. 
Naturally  the  climate  varies.  But,  because  the  State 
is  surrounded  by  water  on  three  sides,  the  varia- 
tion from  one  location  to    another  is  not  extreme. 

SUNSHINE:  The  sun  shines  in  Florida  almost  all  of 
the  time.  More  important,  Florida  gets  its  highest 
percentage  of  sunshine  in  the  winter,  when  you 
welcome  it  most.  In  the  summer,  fleecy  clouds,  Gulf, 
Ocean  and  lake  breezes  keep  you  cooler.  And  at  all 
seasons,  the  sunshine  actually  reaching  you  con- 
tains a  maximum  of  health-giving  ultra-violet  rays 
— the  air  is  clear  and  free  of  smog  and  dust. 

WINTER  TEMPERATURES:  These  vary  from  warm- 
temperate  in  the  northern  part  of  the  state  to  semi- 
tropical  in  the  south.  Average  January  mid-day 
temperatures  range  from  the  mid-60's  or  70's  in 
the  north  to  the  70's  or  80's  in  the  southern  part. 

SUMMER  TEMPERATURES:  The  summer  climate  is 
surprisingly  uniform  in  all  sections  of  Florida.  Un- 
known are  sunstroke  or  heat  prostration.  Maximum 
temperatures  seldom  reach  the  extreme  highs  quite 
common  farther  north.  And  remember,  the  State 
enjoys  the  refreshing  breeze  typical  of  all  sub- 
tropical coasts  .  .  .  and  evenings  are  cool. 

HUMIDITY:  Florida  is  surrounded  by  water,  dotted 
with  lakes,  the  average  annual  rainfall  is  about  50 
inches.  So  humidity  is  high  enough  for  healthful 
and  comfortable  living. 

What  sort  of  clothes  shall  I  bring  along  ? 

That  depends  upon  what  you  plan  to  do  on  your 
vacation.  To  contrast:  in  a  fishing  camp  you  might 
spend  most  of  your  time  in  shorts.  At  a  luxury  hotel, 
in  resort  clothing.  Above  all,  bring  clothes  that  are 
cool,  casual  and  comfortable.  Colorful  cottons  are 
popular  for  sightseeing,  shopping,  most  daytime 
spectator  sports.  Take  plenty  of  gay  sportswear 
and  beach  togs.  Be  sure  to  take  a  sweater  or  jacket 
for  cool  evenings. 

Except  in  the  more  sophisticated  resorts,  you'll 
have  little  need  for  formal  wear.  In  many  areas, 
you'll  find  women's  shorts  worn  on  the  street.  They 
are  always  acceptable  for  active, sports. 

Most  men  go  around  in  sport  shirts  and  slacks. 
Take  along  one  or  more  lightweight  suits,  depend- 
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ing  on  how  you  plan  to  spend  your  time. 

Or,  how  about  this  idea?  — 

Wait  until  you  arrive  in  Florida  to  do  your  shop- 
ping. Some  of  America's  smartest  apparel  shops  are 
in  Florida.  Resort  styles  created  and  produced  here, 
later  become  the  fashion  for  the  rest  of  the  nation. 

What  kind  of  lodgings  are  available  in  Florida  ? 

Florida  has  over  1,400  hotels  including  both  com- 
mercial and  resort  hotels. 

The  commercial  hotels  are  usually  situated  in 
central  business  districts.  The  resort  hotels,  cater- 
ing to  a  vacation  trade,  are  often  on  a  beach,  lake  or 
in  another  naturally  attractive  setting.  Frequently 
the  grounds  are  elaborately  landscaped  and  are 
equipped  for  sports  and  other  resort  activities. 

The  rates  may  or  may  not  include  meals  or  may 
include  one  or  two  meals  a  day.  It's  a  good  plan 
to  make  sure  that  the  hotel  you  choose  confirms 
your  reservation. 

More  than  5,600  motels  cluster  along 
Florida's  highways,  beaches  and  resort  areas.  The 
services  and  facilities  they  offer  vary  widely.  You 
can  be  sure  of  finding  comfortable  accommodations 
at  whatever  price  you  want  to  pay. 

The  local  Chamber  of  Commerce  can  usually  tell 
you  all  you  want  to  know  about  hotels  and  motels 
in  its  area.  You  can  also  secure  a  statewide  listing 
of  hotels  and  motels  from  the  Florida  Develop- 
ment Commission,  Tallahassee,  Florida. 

OTHER  ACCOMMODATIONS:  In  nearly  every  Flor- 
ida resort  area  there  are  many  other  types  of  accom- 
modations for  lease  or  rent:  apartment  houses,  apart- 
ment hotels,  apartment  motels,  beach  apartments, 
cottage  colonies,  tourist  courts,  etc.  These  range 
from  single  cottages  to  the  most  elaborate  establish- 
ments. Again,  the  local  Chamber  of  Commerce  will 
be  glad  to  answer  your  questions — to  help  you 
find  the  sort  of  accommodations  you  have  in  mind. 

MOBILE  HOMES:  Some  of  the  finest  mobile  home 
parks  in  the  country  are  in  Florida.  There  are  parks 
with  private  beaches,  parks  with  swimming  pools, 
many  with  private  yacht  basins  and  boat  docks. 
It  would  be  hard  to  find  a  major  highway  without 
conveniently  spaced  accommodations  for  your  home 
on  wheels.  Rates  compare  favorably  with  those  in 
other  resort  areas.

How  much  will  a  Florida  vacation  cost? 

One  of  the  best  things  about  a  Florida  vacation  is 
that  it  offers  you  the  opportunity  to  fit  your  holi- 
day to  your  wishes  and  your  budget.

The  State  requires  hotels,  motels  and  all  others 
offering  accommodations  to  file  their  rates  with  the 
Florida  Hotel  and  Restaurant  Commission.  And 
these  rates  must  be  posted  in  each  room. 

General  prices  for  food,  clothing  and  other  items 
will  be  about  the  same  as  for  similar  products  in  other 
parts  of  the  country. 

There  is  a  wide  variety  of  restaurants.  As  you'd 
expect,  a  great  many  of  them  feature  seafoods — a 
Florida  specialty  that  is  delightful.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  restaurants  where  luxurious  surroundings 
and  entertainment  are  necessarily  reflected  in  the 
check,  prices  are  moderate.  They  vary,  just  as 
restaurant  prices  in  your  home  city  vary. 

You  can  spend  as  much,  -or  as  little,  for  recrea- 
tion in  Florida  as  you  choose.  But  the  best  of  Flor- 
ida is  Free:  its  sunshine,  its  clean  fresh  air,  its  tropi- 
cal foliage  and  enchanting  vistas  of  sky  and  sea. 

There  are  broad  public  beaches,  shuffleboard  and 
tennis  courts,  state  parks,  municipal  swimming  pools 
and  fishing  docks,  open  air  concerts,  pageants,  pa- 
rades, fashion  shows — a  wealth  of  other  chances  for 
fun  and  pleasure,  yours  free  or  for  a  trifling  cost.

Here,  a  well  informed  staff 
will  answer  your  questions  about  routes,  suggest 
things  to  see,  give  you  other  information.  Mean- 
while you  and  your  party  can  relax  from  your  trip 
and  refresh  yourself  with  free  Florida  orange  juice. 

More  and  more  visitors  come  to  Florida  by  air. 
Today's  fast  airline  schedules  permit  you  to  spend 
almost  all  of  your  vacation  here.  You  can,  for 
example,  spend  half  of  your  time  relaxing  at  some 
resort  of  your  own  choosing — then  spend  the  remain- 
ing half  touring  the  rest  of  the  State  by  rental-car. 
When  you  come  to  Florida,  get  around  ...  be  sure 
you  see  enough  of  the  State.  There's  plenty  to  interest 
you  everywhere  in  Florida. 

Modern  trains  and  busses,  too,  offer  advantages 
that  are  preferred  by  many  travelers. 

Whether  you  come  by  plane,  train  or  bus,  your 
nearest  travel  agent  can  supply  much  information, 
can  help  you  plan  your  visit.  This  usually  costs  you 
nothing.  Local  passenger  agents  of  airlines,  railroads 
and  bus  companies  will  answer  your  questions  about 
fares  and  schedules. 

Tours  in  Florida:  To  see  as  much  of  Florida  as 
appeals  to  you  is  no  problem.  It's  just  a  matter  of 
enough  time. 

There  are  a  wide  variety  of  tours — ranging  from 
short  scenic  boat  rides  to  the  extended  wildlife  tours 
conducted  by  the  National  Audubon  Society.
